FOLLOWING: 

2. SECRETARY’S MEETING WITH PRIME MINISTER FUKUDA WOULD 
INCLUDE DISCUSSION OF SECRETARY'S TRIP TO PEKING, AS WELL AS 
DISCUSSION OF PRIME MINISTER'S VISIT TO ASEAN SUMMIT 

AND SEA CAPITALS. 

3. FOR SECRETARY'S MEETING WITH FOREIGN MINISTER, CHINA 
TRIP AND PRIME MINISTER'S SEA TOUR WOULD AGAIN BE DISCUSSED, 
FOLLOWED BY: 

-KOREA: THIS WOULD BE BRIEF EXCHANGE, SINCE SECDEF 
CONSULTATIONS ADDRESSED SUBJECT IN DETAIL AND GOJ "IS 
BASICALLY SATISFIED WITH SITUATION NOW" ACCORDING TO 
WATANABE. 
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-MIDDLE EAST: WATANABE RECALLS THAT SECRETARY 
MENTIONED TO HATOYAMA WHEN THEY MET IN PARIS LAST 
JUNE THAT HE LOOKED FORWARD TO BRIEFING HATOYAMA 
ON MIDDLE EAST SITUATION FOLLOWING HIS TRIP 
THERE. HATOYAMA WOULD LIKE TO FOLLOW-UP ON THIS. 

(SECTO 8170, JUST RECEIVED, MAY OBVIATE NEED TO INCLUDE THIS ITEM.) 
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-USSR: ALSO BRIEF, BUT HATOYAMA WOULD LIKE TO 
COMPARE NOTES. 

4. IN ADDITION, FONOFF WOULD LIKE TO HANDLE SEVERAL 
OTHER TOPICS AS WAS DONE IN VICE PRESIDENT S VISIT- 
BY HANDING NOTES ACROSS TABLE. THESE WOULD INCLUDE 
UNU, U.S. MEMBERSHIP IN ILO, AND CIV AIR. FINALLY, 

DEPENDING ON OUTCOME OF SMITH-UNO TALKS EARLIER IN 
WEEK, FONOFF WOULD LIKE TO RESERVE OPTION OF RAISING 
BRIEFLY NUCLEAR-REPROCESSING ISSUE. JAPANESE RECOGNIZE 
THAT, GIVEN TIME CONSTRAINTS AND PRIORITY NEED TO 
REVIEW CHINA VISIT, ALL OF FOREGOING WOULD HAVE TO BE 
TREATED VERY CONCISELY. WOULD APPRECIATE DEPARTMENT'S 
VIEWS ON THIS RATHER AMBITIOUS AGENDA. 

5. WATANABE WAS STILL UNABLE TO GIVE US LIST OF 
JAPANESE PARTICIPANTS IN MEETINGS WITH PRIME MINISTER 
AND FOREIGN MINISTER AND DINNER HOSTED BY FOREIGN 
MINISTER. HE EXPECTED TO HAVE INFORMATION BY MID-WEEK. 
FONOFF IS CONTINUING TO WORK WITH OTHER CONCERNED 
MINISTRIES ON CONSOLIDATED CUSTOMS/IMMIGRATION 
CLEARANCE. WATANABE WAS CAUTIOUSLY OPTIMISTIC BUT 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF ENTIRE PARTY HAVING VISAS.

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-DEPARTMENT REACTION TO PROPOSED SCHEDULE FOR 
MRS VANCE (TOKYO 11874). 

-CONFIRMATION THAT PRESS LIST IN STATE 183212 IS

POOL CAMERMAN AND POOL SOUNDMAN. 

PASSPORT INFORMATION FOR ALL MEMBERS OF OFFICIAL 
PARTY AND STAFF, INCLUDING ADVANCE PERSONNEL, 

AND FOR THREE UNNAMED PRESS TECHNICIANS.
